MARCH IS TIME TO PRUNE 


WHY PRUNE? 


FOR ADDED BEAUTY. New growth always looks fresh and luxuriant. Pruning helps 
to stimulate new growth and brings out contrasting foliage from new lateral buds. 

2. FOR BETTER SHAPE. Plants sometimes have a tendency to grow tall and leggy—and 
a pruning will make them thicken up. 

3. FOR MORE FLOWERS. The more shoots on a plant, the more blooms you'll get; a 
thick, bushy plant will produce many more blooms than a slender one. 

4. FOR KEEPING PLANTS IN BOUNDS. Often plants grow too large for their location if 
permitted to grow on year after year. If you will prune each spring you can keep 
your plants where they will fit their location. 

5. FOR REMOVING COLD DAMAGED WOOD. Any winter-damaged wood should be 

pruned out before new growth starts in the spring. 


WHEN TO PRUNE? It is better to prune early in the spring when 


the new growth will pop out and soon cover the unsightly ends. 


HOW TO PRUNE? Use sharp pruning shears and saws and make 


neat, clean, quick-healing cuts. 


Anything that needs it for any of the reasons 


above. Do not cut slow-growing plants too severely unless absolutely necessary.

There are only a 
very few times during the winter when sub-freezing 
temperatures are forecast and at that time they may be 
moved inside for safety. The only care required is 
watering and occasional applications of fertilizer. They 
reward you with very beautiful bloom with a minimum 
of care.

When should grass be planted for a quick coverage? 
Grass grows more rapidly in the spring and summer, 
so if you put in a lawn during those months, it covers 
much more quickly.
